PREFACE 


HE magnificent Collection of Silver and Silver- 
gilt from Germany, Holland and other Conti- 
nental countries consists principally of a fifth 
part of the collection made by the Baron Carl 
von Rothschild of Frankfurt, a collection which was cata- 
logued by Luthmer and which was accessible to Rosenberg 
when compiling the standard work on Continental 
Silversmiths’ Work—‘‘Der Goldschmiede Merkzeichen”’. 


At the Baron Carl’s death in 1886 the collection was 
divided into five portions and one was given to each of 
his daughters. The portion given to Adéle, who married 
Baron Salomon de Rothschild, is now in the Cluny Museum, 
Paris, and the portion given to Bertha Marie, who married 
Alexandre Berthier, Duc de Wagram, was dispersed in 
Paris at the Georges Petit Galleries at a memorable sale 
in 1911. The portion inherited by Emma Luise, who 
married Nathan Mayer, first Lord Rothschild, was sent 
to London and was displayed, with purchases made by her 
father-in-law, Baron Lionel de Rothschild, and her husband 
at their London house, 148 Piccadilly and at Tring Park. 


A number of the pieces have been exhibited in London 
Exhibitions and a very large number are mentioned either 
in Rosenberg’s “Der Goldschmiede Merkzeichen”’ or in 
Luthmer’s Catalogue. 


The importance and provenance of this collection makes 
the present dispersal an unique event in the recent history 


of the auction market.
